Hon. William Gibbs McAdoo, Secre 
tary of the Treasury and Controller of Rail- 
roads, has aptly been described as the 
brains of the present administration. Born 
with executive ability and trained as a 
lawyer, he. was a member of the Democratic 
War Cabinet in whom the country at large 
had considerable faith. Therefore his res- 
ignation, as soon as his patriotic duty to 
ward his colleagues and his fellow citizens 
permitted it, is a politica) pointer of more 
than usua) significance. 

While the war was stil] on, the country 
Was @ unit; politics were really adjourned; 
there was but one object—victory. Our 
people could pot pause in the heat of the 
conflict to count the cost.

Mr. McAdoo, being a practical business 
man, doubtiessiy has on many occasions 
found himself to be 9 misfit in a Democratic 
Cabinet.
